way or other bring down the interest rates on 
the city’s bonded indebtedness, in a very sub- 
stantial proportion, 

The city cannot continue to support a large 
fraction of its residents on borrowed relief 
money, nor can the money be collected con- 
currently from the taxpayers by any species 
of taxation. To undertake work projects with 
money borrowed at rates anywhere near the 
rates now being paid would be civic suicide. 
Yet either the dole must be continued or work 
projects started, on a Marge scale. 

The only way to do either is to cut down the 
present carrying charges on the debt, and if 
work is to be substituted for direct relief the 
reduction in the charges will have to be drastic, 
The city cannot continue to pay high wages for 
money and pay any sort of wages at all to 
enough men to effectively relieve the unem- 
ployment situation, 

Whatever city council Edmonton elects today 
will inevitably face this question of debt 
charges reduction, and will have to face it 
courageously and understandingly or it will be 
discredited beyond hope before the year is out, 
We have come to the place where something 
must be done. Drifting will no longer suffice. 
A 64 mill tax rate cannot stand. And if it could 
stand, it would not make possible the substitu- 
tion of wage-work for the dole, which the tax- 
payers unquestionably are démanding in a 
majority that is overwhelming

Chills Are Warnings 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Probably you are all of you more or less 
familiar with the term chill. While a chill is 
of itself not very important, it is often the first 
symptom of a more serious trouble. For this 
reason it pays to heed the chill danger signal 
and the wisest thing you can do is to stop every- 
thing and take care of your- 
self as soon as you notice a 
chill developing. Chills are 
closely associated with such 
troubles as influenza, pneu- 
monia, and malaria and in all 
these disorders you cannot 
begin too soon to use the right 
treatment. Such diseases may 
run a relatively simple course 
if treated correctly from the 
beginning, but, if neglected, 
may become gravely compli- 
cated. The old saying: “A stitch in time saves 
nine,” applies very aptly to chills. 

When a chill occurs, we are familiar with 
the ordinary symptoms. The patient feels cold, 
no matter how warm the day, He often shakes 
from head to foot, shivering as though he were 
freezing, his teeth chatter and rattle in spite 
of himself, goose flesh rises on his skin, his face 
is pale, and the skin feels cold and clammy. 
What we don't see is that most of the blood has 
been withdrawn from the skin and sent to the 
interior of the body. 

Many diseases are known to start with a 
chill, From the chill alone it is difficult to 
know what other trouble may develop and the 
best plan to take no chances but begin an 
climinative treatment immediately. Chills are 
so closely associated with fever that we men- 
tion the two together. Thus in malaria the main 
symptoms are severe chills followed by fever. 
Gallstones may produce intermittent chills with 
fever, Any disorder of the breathing apparatus, 
such as a bad cold, influenza, bronchitis, pleur- 
isy, diphtheria, etc. is likely to begin with a 
chill, Indigestion, typhoid fever, meningitis, 
measles, and mumps as well as many others 
may start in the same way. A chill without any 
change in the heat of the bedy is often due to 
nervous excitement. Thus one suffering from 
stage fright may have a sudden chill. Where 
there is any great accumulation of pus in the 
body a chill often occurs. 

As a method of precaution when you exper- 
ience a chill, begin treatment at once, The 
main idea is to bring the blood to the surface 
of the body and start a good sweat. The quick- 
est way to do this is to have the patient get in 
a tub full of hot water, just as warm as the skin 
can bear. Add more hot water from time to 
time so that the bath does not become cool. 
Avoid cold draughts. Generally this is all that 
is necessary to stop a chill. Usually as soon as 
the patient gets warmed up and begins to sweat 
a little he feels much better. The next thing 
to do is to dry off with a rough towel. At this 
point while still in the warm bathroom, use an 
enema with the water quite warm, When the 
intestines have been cleansed, the patient should 
Wrap up in a blanket and then go to the bed 
and climb in between more wool blankets using 
no sheets. Pile on extra blankets and drink hot 
lemonade until you feel a vigorous sweat break- 
ing out. Stay in the blankets for several hours 
until the perspiration stops. Then stand in a 
warm room, sponge off with cool water, put on 
pajamas, and climb back into a dry bed be- 
tween two sheets. Follow this prescription with 
a fruit juice fast and plenty of sleep and you 
will often be able to cut short the time you 
are sick.
